was not prompted by the exigen­ 
cies of a political campaign. 
He 
does not believe in Government 
ownership end regards 
Govern­ 
ment operation as a 
temporary 
expedient. 
The gradual selling of the Gov­ 
ernment fleet of merchant ships 
and the encouragement of private 
companies to borrow money from 
the Government at low rates and 
construct new fleets of cargo car­ 
riers may he experted under the 
Hoover regime. 
Having studied 
the needs of American commerce 
and the great stimulus that for­ 
eign trade has received with the 
aid of a Government-owned fleet. 
Mr. Hoover believes th at private 
operation will add even more to 
the opportunities of 
the 
ship­ 
building industry and the Amer­ 
ican merchant marine. 
“There is only one protection 
to our commerce,'* says Mr. Hoo­ 
ver. “ from 
discrimination 
and 
combinations 
in 
rates 
which 
would impose 
onerous 
charges 
upon us in the transportation of 
our goods to foreign market*— 
‘hat is, a merchant marine under 
the control of our citixens." 
Has Held Its Own. 
Mr. Hoover feels that Govern­ 
ment operation cannot possibly 
he efficient or 
permanent 
but 
that by Government operation the 
United States has maintained its 
shipping independence and its de­ 
fense, that trade 
routes 
have 
been pioneered and a substantial 
flow of goods developed to points 
hitherto neglected. 
"With the legislation 
passed 
by the last Congress.’* 
remarks 
Mr. Hoover, "through which 
a 
number of Indirect aids are giv­ 
en to the merchant marine, there 
is real hope that the Government 
will ultimately be able to retire 
from competition with its 
own 
citizens in the shipping business, 
but it cannot retire until we are 
sure that private enterprise can 
carry the burden and 
grow 
in 
strength.” 
The President-elect Is 
against

such, 
because he feels the Government 
cannot avoid politics and wastes 
and difficulties which come from 
political pressure.

The quotas for both coun­ 
tries would remain considerably re­ 
duced, however, from the numbers 
allowed each at present. 
Under existing law the quotas 
for each nation are fixed on the 
basis of two percent of the popula­ 
tion represented in this country 
by the foreign nations in the cen­ 
sus of 1890. 
On that basis the 
countries of northwest Europe are 
entitled to 85 percent of the annual 
immigration. 
Germany gets the largest quota— 
about 31 per cent; England is sec­ 
ond with 20 percent, of the immi­ 
gration total, and the Irish Free 
State third with 17 per cent. 
English Quota Raised. 
The national origins provision 
was enacted in the 1924 act but 
has never been put 
into 
effect, 
pending the Anal arrangements of 
the quota#. 
The provision stipu­ 
lates that the allotment of quotas 
from the 150,000 total 
shall 
be 
meted out to the various nations 
according to the percentage of peo­ 
ple each nation had in this eoun 
try when the first census was taken 
in 1790. 
The estimates finally determined, 
after much wrangling, would give 
England the 42 per cent of the 
150.000. compared to 20 per cent 
at present. Germauy would be cut 
down to 16 per cent and the Irish 
Fre State to about ll per cent.

Your Health 
BY DR. MORRIS FISHBEIN

A large 
insurance 
company 
with m ore than 18,000,000 policy 
holders keeps accurate records of 
th e causes of death because only 
by such records can the company 
definitely provide for th e future. 
It h as Just announced reports for 
1928, which contain several fac­ 
tors of great significance in re­ 
lation to public health. 
The figures Indicate th at the 
expectancy of life am ong wage 
earners was, in 1928, 
66.42 at 
birth, whereas in 1911 and 1912 
it was 46.63 years. 
The life expectancy of the in­ 
dustrial population has 
gained 
9.79 years during the 16-year pe­ 
riod, as contrasted with th e gain 
of only 6.06 years for the general 
population. 
No doubt, this is a 
reflection to a considerable ex­ 
tent of t h e Increased 
attention 
being given to industrial hygiene 
and industrial health. 
Cancer R a te Blae*. 
During 1928, th e death rates 
from typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, tuberculosis, diarrheal 
complaints and conditions asso­ 
ciated with childbirth were lower 
than before. 
On the o th er hand, 
t h e rates for h ea rt disease rose, 
as did also th ose for cancer. 
These rates are perhaps asso­ 
ciated with increased 
longevity 
and with the fact thut people are 
now dying of diseases of advanced 
age rath e r than 
the 
infectious 
diseases which carried men 
off 
early in th e past. 
Of greatest Importance perhaps 


was th e increase in death 
r ate 
from diabetes. 
Since 1911, th e 
death ra te from th a t disease has 
increased 34 per cent, 
n o tw ith ­ 
standing th e fact th a t insulin has 
prolonged th e lives of thousands 
of diabetics. 
Since tho introduction of In­ 
sulin, th e death rates from this 
disease have come down for all 
age groups up to 45. 
Between 
45 and 65 years of age, no im ­ 
portant change has occurred, and 
the deaths from diabetes afte r 65 
years hav e shown a distinct and 
significant rise.

of the largest lumbering activities 
to be carried on 
within 
recent 
years is that being operated by 
Herbert Popour, near tho Thunder 
I-Ake road, about ten miles north 
of the village of Cooks. 
Mr. Popour has purchased the 
stumpage on about sixty forties of 
land from various 
owners, 
and 
from this he is cutting spruce for 
pulp wood, balsam for pulp; Jack 
pine, Norway pine and hemlock for 
box wood; cedar, 
hemlock 
and 
white pin for ties; and also cedar 
for posts. 
He has 
contracted with four 
jobbers to do the cutting, Edward 
Smith, Del Smith, Dominic Popour 
and Ernest Popour. 
Each of the 
these have employed a number of 
men so that in all there are about 
thirty cutter* in the woods at this 
time. 
In addition to these, there 
are four men and the sam e number 
of team s employed skidding the 
stuff to the landing. 
The scene of operations is some 
distance from US-2 aud of course 
is not opened up for auto travel 
so that nont of the stuff can be 
economically moved away until the 
roads are opened up In the spring. 
At that time, it w ill be trucked 
down to the local depot for ship­ 
ment by rail, in all possibility to 
Manistique. 
It is possible that a 
part of it will be trucked direct to 
Manistique. 
A rough estim ate is that about 
one hundred carloads will comprise 
Mr. Popour* s cut for this winter. 
It is believed that the men will 
actually 
quit 
cutting 
early 
in 
March. 
There will still be much 
standing timber which will be left 
over for the neat winter. 
Most of the workers live right 
in the woods. 
Mr. Popour’s broth 
er, Nais, and his wife operate one 
camp, taking care of about fifteen 
men. 
Mr. and Mrs. Del Smith op­ 
erate the other, taking care of eight 
or nine men. 
A few of the men 
live nearby so that they are able 
to return to their own homes each 
night. 
No machinery is used on this job, 


but sim ply man power with horses. 
It is believed that this is more eco­ 
nomical than machinery. 
Last year was the first time that 
Mr. Popour undertook a Job of this 
kind. 
He Is quite fam ilitr with 
the woods as a hunter and had 
been employed in the woods at vari­ 
ous tim es previously. 
He expects 
to take on quite a few more sim i­ 
lar Jobs before he celebrates his 
fortieth birthday. Activities in this 
camp represent a large income for 
the various parties concerned and, 
incidentally, the day is being has­ 
tened when the whole of this dis­ 
trict will be cleared up for inten­ 
sive farming for which it is admir­ 
ably adapted. 
Herbert Gray reports the loss of 
a valuable Guernsey milk cow, rep­ 
resenting a loss to him of $300. The 
animal 
w as 
purchased 
several 
months ago when other Schoolcraft 
county 
farmers 
Increased 
their 
herds with 
sim ilar 
cattle. 
Mr. 
Gray’s cow appeared to be in the 
best of health at the time she gave 
birth to the calf which did not live 
more than fifteen minutes. 
It was 
several days before milk fever de­ 
veloped and though the owner se­ 
cured the services of a veterinar­ 
ian as soon as he noticed symp­ 
toms, the case developed so rapidly 
that her life could not be saved. 
The row freshened just about the 
the time that the weather was so 
very cold and stormy but she had 
comfortable 
quarters 
and 
it is 
scarcely thought that the weather 
was a potent factor in the case.
